DISTRICT WARRANT 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE-ROCKINGHAM, SS 


To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District (a village 
district in the Town of North Hampton, organized under 
provisions of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905) qualified 
to vote in District affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Union Chapel, 7 Willow 
Avenue, in said District, on the first Tuesday of September 
next, September 6, 1983, at eight o’clock in the evening, for 
the following purposes: 


Article 1. To elect a Moderator, a Clerk, a Treasurer, and an 
Auditor for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To elect one Commissioner to serve for three years 
(following the expiration at this meeting of the term of the present 
Commissioner, James M.E. Mixter). 


Article 3. To hear the reports of the Clerk, Treasurer, Commis- 
sioners, Zoning Inspectors, and other officers of said District, and to 
take such action as may be desired with regard to them. 


Article 4. To take such action as you may desire in regard to 
allowing the same discount on District taxes as may be allowed by 
the Town of North Hampton on town taxes. 


Article 5. To take such action as you may desire in regard to 
giving the Treasurer of the District authority to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 


Article 6. To see if the District will vote to accept in whole or in 
part the budget as submitted by the Municipal Budget Committee. 


Article 7: To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be needed for the purposes included in the Budget, including the 
extinguishment of fires, the lighting or sprinkling of streets, the 
planting and care for shade and ornamental trees, the supply of 
water for domestic and fire purposes, the construction and mainte- 
nance of sidewalks and main drains or common sewers, the con- 
struction and maintenance and care of parks or commons, the 
maintenance of activities for recreational promotion, the control of 
pollen, insects and pests, the impoundment of water, the mainte- 
nance of roads, the appointing and employment of watchmen and 
police officers, the enacting and enforcing of zoning regulations, 
and all other miscellaneous District expenses for the ensuing year. 
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Article 8. To transact such other business as may legally come 
before said meeting.

Report of the Commissioners of the 
Village District of Little Boar’s Head 


The old expression “Tide and time wait for no man” seems 
particularly appropriate for Little Boar’s Head this year. Perhaps 
more than at any time in recent memory properties in our District 
have changed ownership, real estate taxes have been increased to 
almost unbelievable levels and our beach —once an almost private 
playground for our residents —is now a State beach complete with 
parking meters, public bath rooms, and State-employed life guards 
under whose supervision traditional floating and surfing devices, 
unhappily, are not permitted. Our salt marshes are under pressure 
from encroaching builders, drainage problems abound, the proba- 
bility of a nuclear plant in our immediate vicinity becomes more 
real with each passing day. To this is added the problem of escalat- 
ing energy costs, ineffective evacuation plans, no plans for hazard- 
ous waste disposal, no workable plans for our own dispersal in the 
event of a disaster, and the ever increasing numbers of tourists who 
throw their trash on everyone’s front lawn. 


Yet with all of these problems, Little Boar’s Head remains an 
oasis of charm, tradition, and stability in a world of change. New 
people moving in bring fresh ideas and attitudes, as well as 
improvement to land and buildings, encouraging a sense of neigh- 
borhood camaraderie, new friendships and broadening horizons. 
The ability of our Village District to maintain to a considerable 
degree its traditional quiet conservatism remains an attribute which 
makes living within its boundaries a joy. 

Activities 

This has been a quiet year for your Commissioners. There has been 
little activity in the area of requests for Zoning changes. Zoning 
inspection and enforcement have centered primarily on dog and 
nuisance violations. We continue to rebuild and maintain our 
boardwalk and our sidewalks. Cutting of the grass and picking up 
are our other major expenses. Our three street lights shine out as 
beacons of hospitality and warmth both in summer and winter. 
Speaking of which...more and more of our property owners are 
becoming “year-round” residents —a happy trend for those who 
already live here full time! 


Old Business 
The Zoning Board of Adjustment’s decision with regard to the 
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property formerly known as “Bunny’s” (now owned by Beach Head 
Realty Trust) has been in litigation since 1981. In June of this year 


Plaintiffs in the case requested a hearing before the Court, but such 
a hearing could not be scheduled by the Court. Therefor, other than 
the above, there is nothing further to report. 


As we mentioned last year there is concern about the drainage of 
Bass Beach Marsh. Hopefully the answer is cleaning out the debris 
under the embankment over which the former “trolley” used to run. 
This will permit the free ebb and flow of sea water with the rising 
and falling of the tides. Heavy rainfall in the spring and the result- 
ing excessive outward flow of water made such a clearing out 
project impractical until mid-summer. We trust that by the time of 
our Annual District Meeting this project will have been accomp- 
lished and the Bass Beach Marsh returned to normal. 


New Business 


In the meantime, questions have been raised as to the mainte- 
nance of the salt marsh status of Little River Marsh the the south of 
Atlantic Avenue...the concern being that the salt water may not be 
flowing freely in and out of that marsh, and that unless steps are 
taken, that marsh might cease to be a salt marsh. A complicating 
factor is that at times of extremely high water level (in the spring) 
the basements of some of the residents bordering the marsh tend 
to flood. This matter is under discussion with the Town of North 
Hampton, the State Highway Department, and the State Wetlands 
Board. We have asked Mr. Richardson of that Board to give us a 
brief rundown on the marsh situation at our District Meeting. We 
will keep you informed of developments in this matter. 


Participation in Village Affairs 


Our thanks—and yours—go to Eleanor Woodman for her stellar 
service as our Treasurer for the past nine years. She has certainly 
earned a rest from keeping our accounts and paying our bills. We 
are sorry also to lose another lady who has been helpfully active in 
Little Boar’s Head affairs for many years. Grace McCabe has served 
long and faithfully on both the Zoning Commission and the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment —as well as on many Town Boards. We wish 
her well in her new home in southern Maine. 


We want to thank the several others of our residents who continue 
to serve on our various Boards and Commissions —all of which are 
unpaid. Again this year we welcome new people who have stepped 
forward to go to work on these matters. Participation is purely 
voluntary, the only reward being a sense of service to the neighbor- 
hood. From all residents we solicit thoughts and recommendations 
as to what we should be about if we are to effectively represent your 
needs and desires. It may well be that the changes referred to earlier 


may suggest new concerns and new directions that require our 
attention. Please keep us aware of your thoughts. 


Important reminder. 


Make sure your street numbers are posted where they are clearly 
visible. Our ambulance and fire trucks must not waste valuable 
time hunting for the location. The life you save might be your own! 


Sixty Years of Service 


As we close this report, two of your three Commissioners wish to 
bring to your attention the long and distinguished service of the 
third Commissioner, William P. Fowler, to the community in general 
and to Little Boar’s Head in particular. According to the listing on 
page 2of this report, William has served as Commissioner for sixty 
years! He was also the Moderator for fifty years. He has probably 
done more for, and he certainly knows more about, our little Village 
District than any other person.
